The Story Told in Eeports of the 


Consular Delegates. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.-—Blue books have been 


Issued containing all of the official dis- 
patches relative to Armenia between July 
M, 1894, anil Or;t. 16, 1895, and the reports 
of the consular delegates attached to the 
Sassouii commission. 


The report gives the history of tho Ar- 


menian agitation for several years, and 
records tho obstacles thrown in the way of 
the commission by the Turkish delegates. 
It also acquits the Armenians of the charge 
brought against them of burning their 
own property to incite an outbreak among 
their people, adding that the facts elicited 
failed to prove that the Armenians were 
in revolt, but show that the agitator Mu- 
rad instigated several Armenian outrages 
on Kurds. The latter then retaliated and 
the Armenians fled to their villages. The 
conflict between the Armenians 
and 


Kurds followed, and the government did 
nothing to arrive at a peaceful settlement 
or to protect women and children. 


The delegates are compelled to believe, 


the report says, that all the Armenians 
who fell into the hands of the soldiers, the 
Kurds or the Zaptiehs, were either killed 
or wounded, and that, with the exception 
of the eleven villagers of Talori, not a sin- 
gle prisoner was taken. 


The report shows that the number of 


killed has been grosbly exaggerated, but 
admits that, owing to the absence of regis- 
tration, ii is impossible even approxi- 
mately to fix the number of victims. There 
s appended, however, to the report a tab- 
ilated list ot all the evidence tendered to 
;he commission. 


The six villages mentioned show a total 


of 265 victims, distributed as follows: She- 
nik, 114; bemal, 65; Chelleguzan (thescene 
of the story of the great pit which was 
filled to overflowing with massacred vic- 
tims), 40; Agpi, 22; Spagank, 10; Talori, 
14. These villages were all burned and 
the inhabitants were scattered. 


The British delegate, Shipley, in a mem- 


orandum attached to the joint report, from 
the evidence gathered by Consul Hampson 
during his totir, estimates the total num- 
!$fc£f victims in the Sassouu district, in- 
cluding deaths from starvation, at about 
900. One of the worst cases of cold blooded 
cruelty, Delegate Shipley says, was the 
murder of prisoners in the camp at Chell- 
eguzan under a promise of a safe conduct. 
But the "number of those so murdered was 
only forty or fifty, and not hundreds, as 
has been stated. 


Delegate Shipley, while he admits that 


there was violation of women, asserts that 
(she alleged wholesale butchery of women 
was not confirmed. He points out that 
while an agitation subversive of the Otto- 
man authority had existed amongst the 
Armenians in Turkey and abroad, and 
had exasperated the Turkish government, 
it must be admitted that the government 
had failed in its duty of affording protec- 
tion to all classes of its subjects. He com- 
plains of the connection and suppression 
of evidence before the commission by 
Turkish officials as not calculated to ad- 
vance the interests of the truth. 


Mr. Shipley further declares that the 


Armenians were hunted like wild beasts, 
and if the slaughter was not greater it 
was solely owing to the vastness of the 
mountain ranges, which facilitated the 
escape of the Armenians. He was con- 
vinced that the Turks aimed at the com- 
plete extermination of the Armenians in 
the Chelleguzan and T.ilori districts. 


FIFTY-SIX MINF.RS KILLED 


By an Explosion of Gas in a Mine Near 


Carclifl', Wales. 


CARDIFF, Wales, Jan. 28.—Yesterday tho 


residents of the town and vicinity of Ty- 
lorstown, which is situated near here, 
were terrified by a terrific reverberation 
which shook the whole town and caused 
people to ru&h out of doors, wondering 
whether they were being overwhelmed by 
an earthquake. 
It was ascertained in a 


short time that the concussion was caused 
by an explosion in a neighboring colliery 
with disastrous consequences to life and 
property. 
Tho latest report places tho 


( number of dead at fifty-six. 


The mining population of the locality 


rushed to the mouth of the pit, only to 
have their worst fears confirmed Tho shaft 
was found to be entirely shattered, and it 
was evident that there was little hope that 
any of thosu in the pit could Lave sur- 
vived the explosion. The despair of the 
Women who flocked about the mouth of 
the pit was terrible. 


The pit was found to have caught fire, 


and the hindrance that this caused to the 
work of the rescue parties added to the ex- 
citement and tension of feeling. It was 
only through braving the utmost peril 
that the living were able to prosecute their 
quest for the dead. 


Those who have been engaged in the 


work of exploration and the few survivors 
who have beon rescued tell terrible stories 
of the scenes they witnessed and the dead 
bodies they found or stumbled over, 
strewn in all directions as they fell over- 
come by fire damp or hurled by the force 
of the explosion.

Our Inadequate Coast Defenses. 


W ashington, Jan, S9,—Major General 
Nelson A Miles, before tho committee on 
coast) defenses yesterday, made a state­ 
ment of the condition of tho coast defenses 
on both tho Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
ami Gulf of Mexico. lie stated that tho 
guns now mounted at Savannah, Charles­ 
ton and other ports are smooth boros of 
obsolete patterns and useless, and are 
mounted on rotten carriages, The only 
places where provision has been made for 
any considerable defense are New York, 
Hail Francisco and Boston, and defenses 
at those places are entirely inadequate and 
insufficient. Ho said that our cities are 
open to attack by any country having a 
large navy, and that it would take years 
to create tho necessary armament. He es­ 
timated that tho entire cost ol! coast de­ 
fenses for adequate protection of tho coun­ 
try would be about &>0,000,090 for formica­ 
tions and guns,

The Story Told in Eeports of the 
Consular Delegates. 


L ondon, Jan. 29.—Bluo books have boon 
issued containing all of tho official dis­ 
patches relativo to Armenia betweon July 
&4, 181)4, and Oct. 16, 1895, and tho reports 
nf tho consular dologatos attachod to tho 
Sassoun commission. 


Tho report gives tho history of tho Ar­ 
menian agitation for several years, and 
records tho obstacles thrown in tho way of 
the commission by tho Turkish dologatos. 
It also acquits tho Armenians of tho charge 
brought against them of burning their 
own property to incite an outbreak among 
their people, adding that tho facts elicited 
failed to prove that the Armenians wero 
in revolt, but show that tho agitator Mu­ 
rad instigated several Armenian outrages 
on Kurds. Tho latter then retaliated and 
tho Armenians fled to their villages. Tho 
conflict betweon 
tho Armenians 
and 
Kurds followed, and tho government did 
nothing to arrive at a peaceful settloment 
or to protect women and children. 


The dologatos aro compelled to bolieve, 
tho report says, that all tho Armenians 
who fell into the hands of tho soldiers, tho 
, Kurds or tho Zaptiehs, wero either killed 
or wounded, and that, with tho exception 
of the cloven villagers of Talori, not a sin­ 
gle prisoner was taken. 


Tho report shows that tho numbor of 
killed has boon grossly exaggerated, but 
admits that, owing to tho absence of regis­ 
tration, it is impossible even approxi­ 
mately to fix the number of victims. There 
Is appended, however, to tho report a tab­ 
ulated list of all the ovidonce tendered to 
tho commission. 


The six villages montioned show a total 
of 265 victims, distributed as follows: She- 
nik, 114; Semal, 05; Chellcguzan (thoscone 
of tho story of tho great pit which was 
filled to overflowing with massacred vic­ 
tims), 40; Agpi, 22; Spagank, 10; Talori, 
14. These villages were all burned and 
tho inhabitants wore scattored. 


The British delegate, Shipley, in a mem­ 
orandum attached to tho joint report, from 
the evidence gathered by Consul Hampson 
duriug his tour, estimates tho total num- 
kpfc-pf victims in tho Sassoun district, in­ 
cluding deaths from starvation, at about 
000. One of the worst cases of cold blooded 
cruolty, Delegate Shipley says, was the 
murder of prisoners in tho camp at Choll- 
eguzan under a promise of a safe conduct. 
But tho number of tlioso so murdered was 
only forty or ilfty, and not hundreds, as 
has been stated. 


Delegate Shipley, while he admits that 
there was violation of women, asserts that 
the alleged wholesale butchery of women 
was not confirmed. He points out that 
white an agitation subversive of tlio Otto­ 
man authority had existed amongst tho 
Armenians in Turkey and abroad, and 
had exasperated tho Turkish government, 
it must bo admitted that tho government 
had failed in its duty of affording protec­ 
tion to all classes of its subjects. Ho com­ 
plains of the connection and suppression 
of ovidonco before tho commission by 
Turkish officials as not calculated to ad- i 
vance tho interests of the truth. 


Mr. Shiploy further declares that the 
Armenians wero hunted like wild beasts, 
and if the slaughter was not greater it 
was solely owing to tho vast ness of tho 
mountain ranges, which facilitated tho 
escape of tho Armenians. He was con­ 
vinced that tho Turks aimed at tho com­ 
plete extermination of the Armenians in 
tho Chelloguzan and Talori districts. 


FIFTY-SIX MINERS KILLED 


By an Explosion of Gas in a Mine N ear 


Cardin; Walos. 


C a r d if f, Wales, Jan. 38.—Yesterday tho 
residents of tho town and vicinity of Ty- 
lorstown, which is situated near horo, 
wero terrified by a torriile rovcrboration 
which shook tho wholo town and caused 
people to rush out of doors, wondering 
whether they wero being overwhelmed by 
an oarthquako. 
It was ascertained in a 
short time that tho concussion was caused 
by an explosion in a neighboring colliery 
with disastrous consequences to life and 
property. 
Tho latest report places tho 
. numbor of dead at fifty-six. 
' 
Tho mining population of tho locality 
rushed to the mouth of tho pit, only to 
havo their worst fears confirmed. Tho shaft 
was found to be entirely shattered, and it 
was evident that there was little hopo that 
any of those in tho pit could have sur­ 
vived tho explosion. The despair of tho 
Womon who floekod about the mouth of 
tho pit was terrible. 


The pit was found to have caught fire, 
and tho hindrance that this caused to tho 
work of tho rcscuo parties added to tho ex­ 
citement and tension of feeling. It was 
only through braving tho utmost peril 
that tho living wero able to prosecute their 
quest for tho dead. 


Thoso who havo been engaged in tho 
Work of exploration and tho few survivors 
who havo boon rescued tell terrible stories 
of tho scenes they witnessed and tho dead 
bodies 
they found or stumbled 
over, 
strewn in all directions as they fell over­ 
come by lire damp or hurled by tho force 
of tho explosion. 


A B urg lar “Removes Temptation.” 


W ell F leet, Nob., Jan. 29.—Mrs. Jane 
Houston, a bank president’s wire, lost dia­ 
monds and other jewelry Monday night 
valued at §50,000.

CDLTUBB OP GINSENG. 


Ginseng has not been successfully 


grown under ordinary cultivation. It 
is of so wild a nature that when re- 
moved from the natural beds in the 
woods it refuses to grow, just as some 
wild animals refuse to eat in confine- 
ment, and starve. It may, however, 
be propagated by culture in woodland 
of the right kind, that is, with a moist 
soil, shaded by a northern exposure, 
and having a good depth of black veg- 
etable soil. It grows from cuttings of 
the roots with ease, but so far the 
sowing of the seed has not been found 
successful. 
It may be, however, that 


by choosing the right soil and locality, 
the seed will grow. —New York Times. 


THE COLT'S TEETH. 


In the colt the incisor and the first 


three molars o"n each jaw are always 
temporary and replaced by permanent 
teeth sometime during the animal's 
life. The last three molars are always 
permanent and are never replaced. 
The teeth make their appearance as 
follows: The two middle incisors and 
the first three molars make their ap- 
pearance before or some days after 
birth, the first laterals four or six 
weeks after birth, second laterals, or 
corner teeth, six or nine months after 
birth, the fourth molar (first perma- 
nent ones) is cut at from ten to twelve 
months of age. 


At two and one-half years the mid- 


dle incisors and the first and second 
molars are replaced. At the same time 
the fifth molar is cut. 
At three and 


one-half the first lateral incisors and 
the third molar are replaced. At four 
and one-half the corner teeth are re- 
placed, and the sixth molar is cut. In 
case of a male the canine teeth are 
also replaced at four and one-half.—

PBOFIT IK BREEDING SOTTS. 


After every large corn crop there is 


always a brisk demand for young pigs 
the following spring. 
Farmers who 


have witnessed many such times in 
their lives always calculate to save a 
goodJy number of breeding sows to be 
mated early in December, and farrow 
the last of March or first of April. The 
period of gestation in a sow is about 
sixteen weeks, though it sometimes 
overruns that two or three days. 
Whether pork ie cheap or dear, breed- 
ing sows will always be a source of 
profit when their pigs are sold while 
still small. The most rapid growth of 
the pig, and that which costs the 
least, is made before it is 100 pounds 
weight. Such pigs will also sell for 
more per pound than those that are 
larger. It is not uncommon when pigs 
are dear for purchasers to pay very 
nearly as much for the growing pig as 
it wiU sell for when fattened. The sow 
that is bearing pigs will also sell for 
much more than her value for pork. 
The large, coarse sows are best for 
breeding, but they should be mated 
with a small and fine boned boar. By 
thus breeding the pigs will be kept 
easily, and grow to a larger size than 
pigs that are pure bred on both sides. 
—Boston Cultivator.

continuance of this work. The present 
bulletin (No. 8 of the bureau) confirms 
what has previously appeared in our! 
columns concerning an; • infectious' 
bowel disease among turkeys. ' No 
effective remedy has yet been found, 
though disinfection is urged of all 
quarter*) where any diseased birds 
have been kept. The best solution is 
one ounce of corrosive sublimate in 
eight gallons of water, applied with a 
oroom or mop, after standing twenty- 
four hours. It is very poisonous, and 
loses its virtue in proportioc to the 
amount of dirt present, hence the 
house, woodwork, etc., should be 
cleaned before applying the disinfect- 
ant, and the manure covered with 
lime. The report contains an inter- 
esting paper on three outbreaks of 
fowl cholera and a hog-cholera-like 
disease in pigeons. 


The most important feature is the 


report on diphtheria in fowls. 
Dr. 


Moore holds that the so-called fowl 
roup, 
influenza, 
and 
sometimes 


cholera, are one and the same. In 
the early stages of this disease, the 
exudations are frequently of a serous 
or mucous character, and often fowls 
die before the diphtheritic condition 
appears. The disease usually runs a 
slow, chronic course, from which the 
majority of afflicted fowls recover, 
although it may run a rapid, fatal 
course. Treatment consists largely in 
disinfecting the premises, letting in 
sunlight, and giving the fowls plenty 
of exercise, pure drinking water, dry 
quarters and a good food; also in re- 
moving the mn^,s in advanced" stages. 
This trouble can probably be pre- 
vented entirely by such sanitary 
methods, if precautions are taken not 
to introduce the disease by baying 
affected fowls. The diphtheria germ 
in fowls is in no way like that in man, 
out it is claimed to be possible for 
diphtheritic fowls to transmit the dis- 
ease to children, and vice versa. This 
disease is not to be confounded with 
true fowl cholera.—American Agricul- 
turist.

the horns, and bruising the face ser- 
iously. Then stupor occurs, and the 
animal lies with the head on the flank, 
the neck being stiff and rigid. It oc- 
curs about the second day after calv- 
ing, and comes on !suddenly, without 
any warning. If the third day after 
calving passes without an attack the 
cow will escape or recover, but death 
usually occurs the third day after the 
attack. The treatment is to apply 
pounded ice in bags to the head and 
neck, to place plenty of soft straw 
about the animal, especially about the 
head; to give a powerful purgative, 
as two pounds of Epsom salts, with 
half an ounce of carbonate of ammonia, 
and the same of nnx vomica. The 
body should be covered with sheets 
soaked and kept wet with cold water, 
the water being permitted to ran 
under the body. When there is no 
frenzy, the ice to the head is not 
needed. As soon as the bowels operate 
freely danger is passed. This disease 
is most frequent with cows either in 
poor or too high condition, and per- 
fect quietness and very light feeding 
for a few days before the calving will 
generally prevent it 
For this reason 


it is advisable for every dairy to have 
a retired, half dark, quiet place in 
which to keep the cows for a few days 
before and three days after calving. 
With moderate feeding before this oc- 
currence, and this quietness, this dis- 
ease very rarely happens.—New York 
Times.

DISEASES AVOXO POUI.TKT.

A NEW FEEL) P£,AXT. 


One of the new plants about -which 


there has been considerable inquiry of 
late is cassava, a plant which grows 
chiefly in the West Indies and Africa. 


The plant closely resembles the cas- 


tor bean; the leaf is like that of the 
bean, but not to large. 
The seeds 


form a smooth pod, and, when ripe, 
resemble the castor bean seed, though 
hardly so large nor dark. They ripen 
in about eleven months. 


The stalk will stand thirty-two de- 


grees of cold, and where the mercury 
does not fall lower than this will live 
and grow for years. If the soil is rich, 
and it has sntficient distance, it will 
grow almost to a tree in one year. 


The Southern Cultivator gives the 


following description of the plant: 


A cultivated field of this queer shrub 


looks like a nursery of young peach 
trees. 
The' plant grows about five 


feet high, the stem of each being iso- 
lated, with a few long, pointed leaves 
at the top, and a bud or projecting 
nucleus of a sprout at nearly every 
inch of the otherwise nearly naked 
stem. Dig down a bit, and yon will 
find a cluster of irregular-shaped tub- 
ere, resembling very large, long pars- 
nips, five or six to the plant, weigh- 
ing twenty-five or thirty pounds. The 
roots only are eaten. When a field 
has been harvested the stems are 
chopped into pieces about four inches 
long, and these are planted. They 
take root at the nodes, or joints, and 
sprouts appear above ground in two or 
three weeks. The bitter kind used in 
Brazil (manihot utilissima) requires 
two years to perfect a crop, while the 
sweet variety grown in Florida (mani- 
hot aipi) will make a crop in seven or 
eight montiis. 


According to the journal quoted, 


for horses, mules, cows, hogs, etc., 
there is no root that will compare with 
it. No stock, however, will be apt to 
eat it at the first trial, bat when of- 
fered them two or three times, when 
hungry, before food they like is given, 
they begin to relish it, and no farther 
trouble is known. It should be palled 
up and thrown to hogs, as they waste 
it if turned on the patch, for it very 
soon spoils, crude, in the open air. 
For other animals, it 
should be 


brushed clean and washed welL 
All 


the peeling may be left for the stock, 
but not for human food.

After a long struggle women aro 
admitted to the School of Agriculture 
in Minnesota, which is a branch of the 
university. 
The honor of introducing 
this innovation is duo to Professor 
Haecker, head of the department of 
dairy husbandry, who induced the 
Board of Regents to allow them a four 
weeks’ course at tho end of the regular 
term. 
Sixty women were enrolled in 
the first class, which was formed last 
May. They received practical lectures 
on the care of cream, creaming milk, 
churning, and caring for the butter, 
and are also taught how to make 
cheese by tho new method, which re­ 
quires only one hour. 
Two mornings 
each week are devoted to cooking, and 
the lecture is followed by practice, 
which gives them practical illustia- 
tions of all the points in the lecture. 
They also learn the chemistry of foods, 
tests for detecting adulterations, and 
the chemistry of disinfectants, dyes 
andeow ergas; and thero-are 6ix lec­ 
tures each term on the physiology of 
digestion and nutrition, 
Added to 
these aro lectures on horticulture, 
which teach them how to grow small 
fruits, vegetables and house plants. 
Plain sewing, mending, and cutting of 
substantial garments receive some at­ 
tention, and to this department they 
hope to add dressmaking another 
year,--Boston Transcript,

The landlord at the Hotel de Paris 
was very patient and good-humored 
with us, though we walked him all over 
his own house before we eliose a room 
that opened upon a small, dark, woll- 
like court, full of palms and orange 
trees, and with a fountain.

HOW TO WEIGH WITHOUT SCALES. 


Those who would like to tost some 
new recipe not infrequently find them­ 
selves perplexed to accurately do tho 
measuring 
and weighing required. 
This schedule of equivalents will in such 
cases bo found very.holpful: 
Wheat 
flour, one pound is one quart; Indian 
meal, ono pound two ounces are ono 
quart; butter, when soft, one pound 
is ono quart; loaf sugar, when broken, 
ono pound is one quart; ten eggs are 
one pound; flour, four pocks are ono 
bushel; sixteeon large teaspoonfuls are 
one pint; eight large teaspoonfuls are 
one gill; four largo teaspoonfuls are 
half a gill; two giils are one ^pint; two 
pints aro one quart; four quarts are 
one gallon; one common-sized tumbler 
holds half a p in t; a common-sized 
wineglass holds half a gill; a teacup 
holds ono gill; a large wineglass holds 
one gill; a tablespoonful is half an 
ounce; ten drops are equal to one tea­ 
spoonful; four teaspDonfuls are equal 
to ono tablospoonful.—Boston Tran­ 
script. 


THE TBIFLING EXPENSES. 


It is the trifling expense that must 
be looked^after if a housekooper in­ 
tends to conduct her domestic affairs 
on lines of economy. The woman who 
knows how to handle a hammer, to 
mend and to contrive can stop many a 
leak in tho family purse—each small 
in itself,# but often amounting to a 
large sum in tho course of a year. For 
instance: Certain kitchen utensils are 
usually thrown away as hopeless cases 
as soon as they are cracked. 
This is 
especially true of articles made of 
paper or granite ware. 
A high wind, 
after rolling a light paper tub about 
promiscuously, threw it against a 
stone, 
and, 
to 
all 
appearances, 
wrecked it forever. 
But tho tub was 
owned by a woman who had few pen­ 
nies but original ideas, 
and she 
straightway went to work to demon­ 
strate that, although mutilated, the 
tub was not beyond repair. First she 
took some putty and put this over tho 
hole and smoothed it down carefull}r, 
until it was about the same thickness 
as the paper maco of which the tub 
was made. 
This was then allowed to 
dry. [Pieces of stout muslin wore then 
pasted over the putty and a coat of 
paint was put over the cloth to hold 
it, and to mako the mended part of 
the tub look like tho rest of it. 
Sev­ 
eral coats of paint wero added from 
time to time, and the mended place is 
probably tho strongest part of thetub. 
The mending is a simple matter and 
the time required was small. 
The 
same woman mends small holes in 
granite ware with copper rivets, care­ 
fully fitted and hammered down.— 
Detroit Free Press.

To one large cup of the chopped 
meat add an equal quantity of bread 
crumbs, half a teaspoonful of salt, a 
aaltspoonful of pepper and a teaspoon* 
ful of butter; moisten with half a cup 
of milk and heat thoroughly.

fill gem pans nearly full with the mix­ 
ture ; break an egg on the top of each 
and bake until the egg is cooked. 


Cheese Cream Toast—Stale bread 
may be used as follows: Toast the 
slices aud cover them slightly with 
grated cheese; make a cream for five 
slices out of half a pint of milk and a 
tablespoonful of flour; 
the milk 
should be boiling and the flour mixed 
in a little cold water before stirring 
in. 
When the cream is nicely cooked, 
season with a small half teaspoonful 
of salt and ono of butter; set the 
toast and cheese in the oven for four 
minutes; then pour the cream oyer 
them.

It was 
not discovered until the mill was 
thoroughly ignited, and all efforts to 
extinguish it were 
fruitless.

Plank's loss is about $10,000; insur- 
ance $6,000. The miller's loss, a son 
of the owner, is estimated at $1,000; 
covered by insurance. The wagon 
shed close to the mill was also burned. 


(Dr. McRnight Resigns. 


At the regular winter session oi 


the Board of Trustees of Gettysburg 
College, the Rov. H. W. McKnigbt, 
D. D., president of the institution, 
tendered bis resignation, to take effect 
in June, and absolutely declined to 
reconsider his course when waited 
upon by a committee of the board. 


The resignation is due to a light in 


the Lutheran Church. For several 
years the college has been torn as 
sunder by two factions. The one 
headed by Dr. McKnight represent- 
ed the liberal and progressive college 
ipirit. They favored keeping the in- 
ititution in step with the modern 
universities and colleges. 
They en- 


couraged 
athletics, 
intercollegiate 


sports and proper physical training 
foi the student. 


The other faction desire that the 


institution shall have no college spirit, 
no athletic sports, no intercollegiate 
life. 


Tb&y are in the minority, but they 


have representation both in the facul- 
ty and in the board oi trustees. The 
character of their opposition was 
characteristically reflected recently in 
the East Pennsylvania Synod in ses 
sion at York, when they condemned 
by resolution the course ot the presi- 
dent by allowing the game of foot 
ball to be played. 


Dr. McKnight has now become 


weary of this, and proposes to make 
an issue. At the Juno meeting of 
the board the trustees must either 
support him and dispose of the ser- 
vices of his enemies, or it will be ob- 
liged to accept his resignation. There 
will evidently be no compromise this 
time, as there was a year or so ago.

Ever since September 1 


j three presses have been working eight 
| hours a day stamping Uncle Sam's de< 
sign upon little disks of bright new 
copper. The average daily output baa 
been 150,000 cents. This represents a 
profit to the Government per diem of 
a trifle over $130. 


There is money in minting cents 


from the Government's point of view, 
The copper "blanks" are not made by 
the Treasury, but are bought under 
contract. They are turned out by a 
firm inWaterbury, Conn., and they 
cost Uncle Sam only $7300 ,per mill- 
ion. 
In other words, for seven and 


three-tenths cents he obtains material 
which by a simple process of-stamping 
is transformed into the worth of §1. 
The profit on each 1,000,000 cents is- 
sued is $870. 


Until within the last few years the 


blanks for cents and nickels were made 
at the Philadelphia Mint, but it wa-t 
found to be more convenient and 
about as cheap to purchase them from 
private parties. The contract for pro- 
ducing them is awarded annually to 
the lowest bidder, and on this account 
their cost varies somewhat from yeai 
to year. These coins are considered 
merely as tokens, and their intrinsic 
value is of no consequence whatever. 
They are neither counted nor tested 
by assaying at the Mint, being weighed 
in bulk only. 


One pound avoirdupois of the blanks 


for cents costs the Government twenty 
cents, and makes $1.40 worth of pea- ! 
nies when coined. In other word.-., 
there are 146 blanks to the pound. 
The blanks are shipped to the Mint in 
strong wooden boxes. They are ex- 
tremely preoty, looking like so muca 
gold when bright and new. la fact, 
visitors to the Mint frequently mis- 
take the contents of boxes that stand 
open for gold, and it is a common 
thing for them to say that they wished 
they could be permitted to take away 
all that they can carry. This oft-re- 
peated remark always excites a smile, 
inasmuch as the strongest man could 
not carry $100 worth" of the blanks 
without great difficulty. 


All of the United'States cents are 


made 
at the 
Philadelphia Mint. 


During the last fiscal year 26,044,277 
of them were minted. The produc- 
tion of cents rose three years ago to 
nearly 100.000,000for a twelve-month. 
A steady stream of these little coins 
flow from Philadelphia to most parts 
of the country, though in some locali- 
ties they are not circulated at all. 
But it often happens, as at present, 
that the demand exceeds the supply. 


The odd prices fixed by dry goods 


•firms nowadays have something to do 
with the unusual demand, inasmuca 
as they require the making of small 
change on nearly every purchase. 
Such prices seem to have an attraction 
for the public, and particularly for 
women, who are aptto buy an article 
for $1.98 when they wonld'not pay §2. 
Then, again, the slot machines absorb 
an immense number of pennies. 
But 


after all the movement in favor of 
cheaper newspapers has done more to 
place the little old red cent on a plane 
of 
respectability than any other 


agency. 


Very few pennies come back to the 


Mint for remelting. 
The stream of 


coppers flows out continually, but its 
history is like that of many rivers in 
Western deserts, which are lost finally 
in the sand. Nobody knowa what be- 
comes of the millions on millions of 
cents that are minted annually; they 
simply vanish out of sight and are 
gone lorever. The phenomenon <?eems 
a strange one, but it is easily account- 
ed for. 
Pennies are subject to more 


accidents than any other" coins; they 
change hands ten times as often as 
dimes, it is reckoned, and being of 
small value, they are not cared for. 


People say: "What becomes of all 


the pins?" The answer is the same in 
both cases.

The Story Told in Eeports of the 
Cousular Delegates. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—Blue books have boon 
Issued containing all of tho oiTleial dis- 
patches relative to Armenia between July 
M, IHUI, and Oat. 16, 1895, and tho reports 
of tho consular delegates attached to tho 
Sa^^soun commission. 


Tho report gives tho history of tho Ar- 
monian nffitation for several years, and 
records the obstacles thrown in tho way of 
the comiulssion by tho Turkish delegates. 
It also acquits the Armenians of the charge 
brought against them of burning their 
own property to incite an outbreak among 
their people, adding that tho facts elicitcd 
failed to prove that tho Armenians were 
Inixivolt, but show that the agitator Mu- 
rad instigated several Armenian outrages 
on Kurds. The latter then retaliated and 
the Armenians fled to theii* villages. 
Tho 
cnnilicfc between 
tho Armenians 
and 
Kurds followwl, and tho government did 
nothing to arrive at a peaceful settloment 
or to protect women and children. 


Tho delegates are compelled to believe, 
feho report says, that all tho Armenians 
who fell into the hands of the soldiers, tho 
, Kurds or tho Zaptiehs, were either killed 
or wounded, and that, with tho exception 
of the eleven viU-tigers of Tiilori, not a sin- 
gle prisoner was taken. 


Tho report shows that tho number of 
killed has boon grossly exaggerated, but 
admits tbat, owing to tlio absence of regis- 
tration, it is impossible even approxi- 
mately to ilx the number of victims. There 
Is appended, however, to tho report a tab- 
ulated list of all the evidence tendered to 
tho commission. 


The six villages mentioned show a total 
of S65 victims, distributed as follows: She- 
nik, 114;yemal, 05; Chelleguzan (thescene 
of tihe story of the great pit which was 
miod to overflowing with juassacred vic- 
tims), 40; Agpi, 23; Spagank, 10; Talori, 
14. These villages were all burned and 
tho inhabitants were scattered. 


The British delegate, Shipley, in a mom- 
orandum attached to the joint report, from 
fcho evidence giithered by Consul Hampson 
during his tour, estimates the total num- 
victims in the Sassoun ilistrict, in- 
cluding deaths fz*om starvation, at about 
000. One of the worst cases of cold blooded 
cruelty. Delegate Shipley says, was the 
murder of prisoners in the camp at Chell- 
Bguziin under a promise of a safe conduct. 
But tho number of thoso so murdered was 
only forty or fifty, and not hundreds, as 
has been stated. 


Delegate Shi]>loy, -while ho admits that 
there was violation of women, asserts that 
the alleged wholesale butchery of women 
was not confirmed. He points out that 
wh .ie an agitation subversive of the Otto- 
man authorit.y hi-wi existed amongst tho 
Armenians in Tiu'key and abroad, and 
had exasperated the Turlcish government, 
it must bo admitted that the government 
had failed in its duty of affording protec- 
tion to all classes of its subjects. Ho com- 
plains of the connection and suppression 
of evidence boforo tho 
commission by 
Turkish ollicials as not calculated to ad- 
vance tho interests of the truth. 


Mr. Shipley further declares that the 
Armenians wore hunted liko wild beasts, 
and if the slaughter was not greater it 
was solely owing to tho vastness of tho 
mountain ranges, which faeilitated tho 
escape of the Armenians. 
He was con- 
vinced that tho Turks aimed at tho com- 
plete extermination of the Armenians in 
the Chelleguzan and Talori districts. 


FIFTY-SIX MINERS KILLED 


By nn liiXploRlon of Gan In a Mlno Kent* 


Cardin; Wales. 


CAKniFF, Wales, Jan. 3S.—Yesterday tho 
residents of tho town and vicinity of Ty- 
lorstown, wliieh is situated near horo, 
woro torrliled by a terrilic reverberation 
which shook tho wholo town and caused 
people to rush out of doors, wondering 
whether they were being overwhelmed by 
an oartliquake. 
It was ascertained in a 
short time that the concussion wag caused 
by an explosion in a neighboring colliery 
with disastrous consequences to life and 
property. 
Tho latest report places 
tho 
number of dead at ilfty-six. 


Tho mining population of tho locality 
rushed to the mouth of tho pit, only to 
have their worst fears cou firmed. The shaft 
was found to be entirely shattered, and it 
was evident that tliero was little hope that 
any of those in tho pit could have sur- 
vived the explosion. 
Tho despair of tho 
Vvonien who flocked about the mouth of 
fcho pit was terrible. 


The pit was found to have caught fire, 
and the hindrance that this caused to tho 
work of tho rescue parties added to tho ex- 
citoment and tension of feeling. It was 
only through braving tho utmost peril 
that tho living were able to prosecute thoir 
quest for tho dead. 


Thoso who have been engaged in tho 
Work of exploration and the few survivors 
who have boon rescued tell terrible stories 
of tlio scenes they witnessed and tho dead 
bodies 
they found or stumbled 
over, 
strewn in all directions as they ffOl over- 
come by ilro damp or hurled by tho force 
of tho explosion.
